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BEING  HARVESTED 


Summary 

World  cocoa  bean  production  for  1973-74  is  now 
estimated  at  1 .45  million  metric  tons,  an  increase  of 
4.6  percent  over  the  1972-73  harvest  of  1.39  million. 
The  larger  crop  this  year  is  mainly  attributed  to  pros- 
pects of  a  35-percent  increase  in  South  American  pro- 
duction to  323,600  tons,  reflecting  a  record  Brazilian 
harvest  and  a  recovery  in  Ecuador's  production.  Afri- 
can production  is  forecast  at  995,000  tons,  down  3.8 
percent  from  the  1972-73  outturn  of  1,034,000  tons, 
as  a  result  of  smaller  crops  in  Ghana  and  Nigeria. 
North  American  production  is  still  expected  to  reach 
90,200  tons,  up  over  15  percent  from  the  previous 
year  because  of  prospects  of  a  larger  crop  in  the 
Dominican  Republic.  Reflecting  a  larger  outturn  in 
Papua  New  Guinea,  Asia  and  Oceania's  production 
will  likely  reach  43,100  tons,  up  21  percent  over  the 
1972-73  level. 

According  to  preliminary  data,  world  cocoa  bean 
grindings  in  1973  fell  slightly  below  the  record  1972 
level  of  1.56  million  tons.  World  grindings  in  1974 
will  likely  continue  to  decline  because  of  high  cocoa 
prices  and  tight  supplies,  the  increasing  use  of  cocoa 
butter  substitutes  and  extenders,  and  because  of  the 
expected  economic  slowdown  in  the  major  consuming 
countries  as  a  result  of  the  energy  crisis. 

U.S.  cocoa  bean  grindings  in  1973  totaled  616.1 
million  pounds,  off  4.1  percent  from  the  1972  level  of 
642.2  million.  Grindings  during  the  fourth  quarter  of 
1973  amounted  to  only  148.8  million  pounds,  a  drop 
of  18.3  percent  from  the  corresponding  period  a  year 
earlier. 

New  York  spot  "Accra"  cocoa  bean  prices  during 
calendar  1973  averaged  a  record  64.4  cents  per 
pound,  about  double  the  1972  average  of  32.3  cents. 
Prices  during  February  1974  averaged  74.3  cents  per 
pound,  up  from  the  January  average  of  65  cents, 
reflecting  strong  speculative  market  activity  as  traders 
increased  their  purchases  of  commodities  because  of 
monetary  uncertainties  and  inflation  fears. 


Major  Producers 

AFRICA.  The  harvesting  of  the  1973-74  African 
main  crops  is  running  much  later  than  normal, 
reflecting  the  unusual  dry  weather  experienced  during 
early  crop  development. 

GHANA.  The  1973-74  harvest  is  expected  to  reach 
365,000  tons,  down  13  percent  from  the  previous 
year's  outturn  of  420,000.  Reportedly,  contraband 
movement  of  cocoa  from  Ghana  to  neighboring  coun- 
tries has  increased,  .further  contributing  to  the  smaller 
reported  production  this  season. 

The  15  million  cedi  (US$13  million)  Eastern  Region 
cocoa  rehabilitation  program  is  being  accelerated  in 
order  to  meet  the  5-year  schedule  due  to  end  in  1975. 
The  program  covers  156,000  acres  south  and  southwest 
of  Suhum,  of  which  90,000  acres  are  suitable  for 
cocoa.  About  54,000  of  the  90,000  acres  are  presently 
in  cocoa  and  new  plantings  are  scheduled  for  the  re- 
maining 36,000.  The  balance  of  66,000  acres  of  the 
project  total  of  156,000  would  be  slowly  phased  out  of 
cocoa  and  the  land  would  be  replanted  into  more  suita- 
ble crops  for  that  particular  soil.  The  Suhum  area  was 
chosen  for  the  rehabilitation  project  because  of  the 
widespread  infection  of  swollen  shoot  disease  and  its 
generally  declining  cocoa  industry. 

In  efforts  to  get  farmers  to  increase  spraying,  the 
gammalin  spray  material  is  now  being  sold  at  2  cedis 
(US$1.73)  per  gallon,  compared  with  4  cedis  ($3.47) 
as  in  the  recent  past.  In  addition,  the  Ghana  Cocoa 
Marketing  Board  has  ordered  10,000  mist  blowers 
which  will  be  made  available  to  farmers  at  the  sub- 
sidized price  of  30  cedis  ($26)  each.  Also,  all  cocoa 
spraying  equipment  will  be  repaired  and  maintained 
free  of  charge. 

NIGERIA.  Production  is  now  estimated  at  235,000 
tons,  a  reduction  of  11  percent  from  the  1972-73  out- 
turn of  264,000.  Because  of  tighter  border  security, 
contraband  movement  of  cocoa  to  Dahomey  will  likely 
be  under  last  season's  unusually  high  level  of  about 
20,000  tons. 


IVORY  COAST.  Production  is  now  forecast  to 
reach  210,000  tons  and  will  be  the  second  largest 
crop  of  record.  A  second  cocoa  processing  plant  with 
the  same  32,000-ton  per  annum  grind  capacity  as  the 
current  Abidijan  factory  is  scheduled  to  begin  opera- 
tions in  May  1974. 

CAMEROON.  The  1973-74  harvest  is  expected  to 
reach  110,000  tons,  up  10  percent  over  last  year's 
crop  of  about  100,000  tons. 

BRAZIL.  LATIN  AMERICA.  The  1973-74  Bahia 
main  crop  is  placed  at  a  record  2.5  million  bags 
(150.000  tons),  up  nearly  40  percent  over  the 
1972-73  main  crop  of  1.79  million  bags  (107,435 
tons).  Total  Brazilian  production  for  the  1973-74  sea- 
son is  forecast  to  reach  a  record  3.75  million  bags 
(225,000  tons). 

Brazil's  cocoa  bean  exports  during  January- August 
1973.  totaled  36.279  tons  valued  at  S30.1  million. 
The  major  recipients  were  the  United  States  16,676 
tons;  Spain  7,154;  Argentina  5,127;  USSR  3.900:  the 
Netherlands  1.500:  and  Hungary  1,000.  Cocoa  butter 
exports  for  the  same  8-month  period  totaled  15.288 
tons  valued  at  S26.1  million.  The  major  destinations 
were  the  Netherlands  4,495  tons;  the  United  States 
3,654;  the  United  Kingdom  3.395;  and  the  USSR 
2,065. 

ECUADOR.  Production  is  still  anticipated  to  ap- 
proximate 55,000  tons,  up  31  percent  over  the  poor 
1972-73  harvest  of  only  42,000.  Preliminary  statistics 
indicate  that  Ecuador's  1973  exports  of  cocoa  beans 
amounted  to  33.167  tons,  down  sharply  from  1972 
shipments  of  45.41  7. 

Major  Importers 

UNITED  STATES.  Imports  of  cocoa  beans  during 

1973  amounted  to  251.705  metric  tons,  down  12  per- 
cent from  1972  imports  of  286,687  tons.  However, 
because  of  higher  cocoa  bean  prices  the  value  rose  by 
40  percent  to  $211.8  million.  The  major  suppliers  of 
the  1973  imports  were  Ghana  68,257  tons;  Nigeria 
46.059:  Brazil  38.118:  Ivory  Coast  33,254;  and  the 
Dominican  Republic  22,095. 

Cocoa  butter  imports  also  were  lower,  totaling 
15.198  tons  valued  at  $32  million,  compared  with  im- 
ports of  20,979  tons  valued  at  $25.9  million  in  1972. 
Unsweetened  cocoa  cake  and  powder  imports  totaled 
72,776  tons  valued  at  S28  million,  about  unchanged 
from  the  1972  level.  Imports  of  chocolate  products 
were  also  close  to  a-year-earlier  levels. 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  has  set  the 

1974  global  quota  on  imports  of  sweetened  chocolate 


(other  than  in  bars  and  blocks  of  10  pounds  or  more 
each),  candy  and  confectionery  into  the  United  States, 
including  Puerto  Rico,  at  189.7  million  pounds.  This 
compares  with  the  1973  quota  of  198.7  million  and 
the  1972  quota  of  196.6  million  pounds.  Individual 
shipments  valued  at  S25  or  less  are  not  subject  to 
quota. 

The  1974  quota  was  determined  by  taking  the  larger 
amount  of  either  the  average  of  1970-72  imports  of 
these  items  (148.8  million  pounds)  or  5  percent  of  the 
1972  confectionery  manufacturers'  sales  in  the  United 
States  (189.7  million  pounds). 

The  1974  quota  reserves  21.68  million  pounds  solely 
for  the  importation  of  "sweetened  chocolate  not  for 
consumption  at  retail"  (chocolate  milk  crumb),  which 
is  controlled  by  licenses  issued  by  the  USDA's 
Foreign  Agricultural  Service. 

The  remainder  of  the  global  quota  (167.98  million 
pounds)  shall  be  on  a  first-come,  first-served  basis, 
except  that  only  70  percent  (117.59  million  pounds) 
may  be  imported  on  or  before  September  30,  1974. 
The  balance  is  available  for  importation  in  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year  when  imports  associated  with  the 
holiday  periods  usually  occur. 

U.S.  cocoa  bean  grindings  during  the  fourth  quarter 
of  1973  fell  by  over  18  percent  from  the  correspond- 
ing quarter  a  year  earlier  to  148.8  million  pounds 
(67,495  metric  tons).  Grindings  for  the  year  amounted 
to  616.1  million  pounds  (279,461  tons),  off  slightly 
over  4  percent  from  1972  grindings  of  642.2  million 
pounds  (291,300  tons). 

WEST  GERMANY.  Cocoa  bean  grindings  during 
the  fourth  quarter  of  1973  amounted  to  38,019  metric 
tons,  down  5.5  percent  from  the  similar  1972  period. 
Grindings  for  the  year  amounted  to  152,365  tons,  up 
9.8  percent  over  1972  grind  of  138,812. 

NETHERLANDS.  Fourth  quarter  1973  grindings 
totaled  31,970  metric  tons,  down  3.3  percent  from  the 
same  period  a  year  earlier.  Annual  grindings 
amounted  to  122,590  tons,  off  1.5  percent  from  the 
1972  level  of  124,440.  Grindings  for  January  1974 
were  reported  at  10,230  tons,  up  3.5  percent  over  the 
January  1973  grind  of  9.880  tons. 

UNITED  KINGDOM.  Fourth  quarter  grind  was 
25.806  metric  tons,  down  5.6  percent  from  the  corre- 
sponding 1972  period  when  grindings  were  27,330. 
Total  1973  grind  amounted  to  106,985  tons,  up  from 
97.739  tons- in  1972. 

FRANCE.  Fourth  quarter  grind  totaled  11.684  met- 
ric tons,  off  about  20  percent  from  the  similar  1972 
period.  However,  grindings  for  the  year  amounted  to 
48,412  tons,  up  slightly  from  the  1972  grind  of 
48,057.
